On April 15 news- 
papers had few vital facts concernnly 
the disaster, It was not until April 
16, more than 24 hours after the 
Titanic sank that the first detailed 
news was available, At that time 
the passenger list was printed, but no 
‘accurate information could be ob- 
tained os to the Identity of most of 
the ‘survivors. It has been said that 
the White Star Line offices did not 
have official information of the dis~ 
aster until after 6 p.m, April. 15, 
more than 12 hours after the Car- 
pathia Had taken the survivors

Britain Won't Intorforo

It Is doubted whether Britain's 
actlon will go beyond remonstrances 
to Italy on the grounds that the oc- 
cupation of Albania violates the 
Anglo-Italian agreement. 

British authorities have discounted 
the rumours that Italian moves in 
Albania might be n prelude to fur- 
ther action based on Libya or even a 
threat to the Dardanelles, 

The news that Jugo-Slavin will 
desist from armed resistance against

British commentators recall that 
Albanian has been in fact within the 
Italian sphere of Influence since soon 
after the World War.

In the House. of Commons to-day, 
the Prime Minister announced that 
un Italian cruiser and two _ smaller 
warships have arrived at Durazzo, 
the chief port of Albanla, :

Although written before. the 
latest crists, an article by Mr 
Philip Gibba in Truth, headed 
“Conversation In Berlin,” iz 
significant -as--showing-the- attl-.---- 
tude of typical Germans towards 
‘the danger of another Europcan 
war.

"I've told them about It, 1 was bad- 
ly wounded three times. Certainly . 
Hitter has done great things for the 
German folk, but most of us are 
wonderinit whether all that is going 
to be spollt by another war in which 
our suns would ' be sacrificed. We 
don’t understand why England .and 
hGermany are at cross-purposes—cs~ 
ecilally after Munich, which .we . 
roped would bring pence and good~

STORM AFTER MUNICH ~ 

They thought the Munich agree- 
ment was the prelude to a new cra 
of peace and friendship with Eng- 
Jand based on justice, and they were 
disconcerted and dismayed when a 
section of the English Press and 
political world broke out into a storm 
of raze against the Britlh Prime 
Minister and shouted the words "Be- 
trayall", and “Surrender!” They. were 
even more disconcerted when they 
heard of the terrific intensification of 
British .rearmament immediately 
following the Munich agreement. It 
seemed to them Inconsistent with

Bernard M. Baruch, famous Am 


rt declared-Mr.. 
erfcan economic adviser, when 


testifying before the Senate neutrality committee to-day. 


“Economic ‘sanctions are, in- 

nately dangerous. If they fail 
they are bound to lead to war, I 
doubt whether cconomic pressure 
on our part could prevent war if 
an aggressor was determined on 
it. 
’ Mr. Baruch éndorsed the principle 
of placing arms and ammunition, on 
o “cash-nnd-carry” basis when other 
countries were at war and the 
United States neutral. He believed 
this could be donc without affecting 
the neutrality status, 


“U.S. Will Fight” 


Anyone who thought the United 
States would not fight when the In- 
{eresta of- this hemisphere and the 
United States were involved is badly 
mistaken, declarcd Mr. Baruch, who 
added grimly: “Germany made that 
mistake once.”

States or the western hemisphere 
could escape involvement in a Euro- 
pean confiict without burylhg Sta 
head in the sand, and yet still raise 
its volce against  faithlessness and 
brutallty, ’ :

Shipwreck On China 


Gaoled As Spies 


HELD PRISONERS by Chinese soldiers for 
nearly four and a-.half months, thrown into a 
Chinese gaol which was later bombed by Japanese 
planes, and daily threatened with execution, six 
Russians have just arrived in Hongkong. 

This morning they told their amazing story of 
adventure in an exclusive interview with the “Telegraph”. 


‘The six men, . Blinoff, R. 
Kostiloff,,.S.... Brusentzoff,...N.. 
Tito, FE. Ritisheff and A. 
Slesarchoon, originally planned 
to sail'from Shanghai in a re- 
converted ,23-foot lifeboat, to 
the Philippines, from thence to 
Bangkok, then to the South Sea 
islands, and on to Africa.

Kostiloff is an artist, Brusentzoff 1s 
a former middlewelght boxing cham- 
plon of Shanghal, Tltoff is a 
mechanic, Ritishelt Js an engineer, 
and Bulnoff, captnin of the crew, Is

Fitting out their Ufeboat with on 
engine, sails, fresh water and pro- 
visions sufficient to last them until 
the Philippines were reached, the 
six Russians set off from Shanghal 
on their adventure on November 2 
last year, 

All went well for 20 days and 
Hood progress was being made under 
salt. 

Then a storm broke and tore down 
their masts. . 

“They were 25 miles off the coast 
of Kwangtung, opposite a little port 
nained Kiadzu which Is close to Blas 
Bay when the storm came, and it was 
decided to put In at Kindzu with the 
Idea of securing bamboo poles to 
make new sail masts. F 

Mistaken For Spics 

No sooner had they landed, how- 
ever, than they were arrested by a 
detachment of Chinese soldjers, who, 
suspecting them of being sples, took 
them along ‘for questioning. 

Despite the production of pass- 
ports and other means of {dent!fica- 
tlon, the stranded adventurers were 
told that they were regarded as ples, 
and that they would be executed, 

From Kladzu, the Russians were 
taken under. military ¢scort to Tang- 
hal, about 40miles Inland towards 
Canton, hit ie 

There they tere thrown Into gaol 
with Chinese criminals under the 
most appalling ‘and dirty conditions, 
the six men being cramped together 
in o small cell. 

Three days ofter thelr confinement. 
a fresh horror was added to their 
experiences, when the place was 
rafded by Japanese planes, 

Onc bomb actually fell on o part of 
the gaol only ten yards from where 


the Rasslans weré confined, and only 
by o miracle did they escape Injury. 
-~Moro than half of tho prison was 
destroyed, 

Nelther was their position mudo any 
tho brighter by tho almost daily 
threats of execution, which the officer 


dn charge of the soldiers stationed at 


Tanghal reltcrated, 


Forcign Office Notified 


Through the cold days of Deceni- 
ber and Jnaunry the men were held 
prisoners, They were fed with rice, 
but in order to obtain food they had 
to spend the whole of thelr moncy, 
ns well os to dispose of thelr jewelry 
and other personal effects. 

Just when they Kind become com- 
pletely resigned to their fate, it was 
announced that their execution would 
be delnyed until the Chinese Foreign 
OMce at Chungking had been notified 
of thelr presence. 

Another long delay ensued, with 
the imprisoned men dally becoming 
More pitinble in appearance and in 
feelings. Then last week came the 
order for their relense, ond they 
were set free on Monday. 

They were escorted back to Kindzu 


by armed Chinese soldiers, and there | - 


given 24 hours {n which to clear out, 
otherwise, they were told, they would 
be shot, irrespective of the orders 
from the Foreign Office, 
Evorything Stolon 

When (hey returned to their boat, 
they discovered that everything 
aboard had been stolen during thelr 
absence. Sails, engine, personal be- 
longings, food and water, had all 
been taken, ond as the men were 
without money or any other resources, 
thelr plight was practically os serious 
as when they faced .cxecution at 
Tanghal. é 

They requested compensation for 
their losses and detention, and wero 
given $20, but this they had to use 
immediately to obtain food, bamboo 
masts and sails In order to escape. 

They finally managed to get away, 
having lost everything they possessed 
when they started off from Shanghai 
four months and 12 days before. 
They arrived jn Hongkong yesterday 
after passing through Bias Bay, and 
are now secking finnnelol assistance 
from friends in Shanghai,

The Italians’ replied declaring 
that the occupation is really due 
to King Zog’s initiative and that 
therefore there is no basis for 
the denunciation of the Anglo- 


Italian pact. ; 

The pact, however, lays down that 
the stalus quo would be disturbed if 
the national. soverelgnty_.of_ any 
Stete is changed, and this-is precisely 
what the Italians plan In Albania. 

The inaction of the Yugo-Slavs in 
the face of this threat to their exist- 
ence, by the closing of the Adrintie 
and the placing of the keys in the 
hands of Mussolinl,-has aroused much 
speculation in the chancellorics of 
the western powers. 

The question is being asked whe- 
ther, Rome and Belgrade . may not 
have fixed up some secret agreement 
under which Italy obtains an entirely 
free hand in Albania. 


Risky. For Stavs 

This would uppear to be a risky 
procedure for Yuyzo-Slavia since it 
would place her at the mercy of both 
Germany and Italy with diminished 
prospects of effective nid cither from 
France or Britain because the Itallans 
wlil henceforth dominate the entire 
Adriatic. 

The Albanian coup was modelled 
on Hitler’s march into Czccho- 
Slovakin, as the Italians move into 
the country In order to “safepuard 
peace and prevent the spread of Bol- 
shevism."” 


New Vantage Point 

The Yugo-Slavs declare they have 
no reason to move against Musso- 
Jini's annexation move, appnrently 
overlooking the fact that the friend- 
ship pact which was concluded be- 
tween Italy and Yugo-Slavia express~ 
ly stated that the status quo in the 
Adrlatic must not be disturbed. 

The Italian absorption of. Albania 
will give the totalltarinns a new vun- 
tage point from which ‘to exercise 
pressure on the Balkan States to pre- 
vent their participation In the Bri- 
lish-French-Polish chain ‘against 
aggressor powers. : 

Thus, Yugo-Slavia and Greece, who 
are candidates for membership of the 
new line-up, will be under the im- 
mediate pressure of Italy, if Albania 
eomes entircly. under the Itallan Em- 
pire, ° 2 

Observers comment that if the 
western powers ‘have any real deter- 
mination to resist aggression they 
would immediately give unofficial 
ald to Albanian, to preserve their in- 
dependence and to effcctively resist 
the dictators’ latest blow against the 
democracies.—United Press.
